Sir, 


I have the honor to transmit herewith statements of the coinage by calendar years from 
1793 to 1823, and 1857 to 1886, both inclusive, which are the only periods of the coinage of this 
mint since its institution, that we have been able to obtain from the records. 


The period from 1793 to 1823, are compiled from a statement copied by hand in a 
Directors letter book found in another department of this Mint, and the period from 1857 to 1886 
has been compared with the completed records in this office. 


Some difficulty has been experienced in collecting the date in relation to the period from 
1824 to 1856, because of the absence of the books containing the information received. These 
books it is likely will be found at the Post Office building, where the old records taken from 
other parts of this institution are now being classified. 


In some cases the books in our possession omit the denomination of the coin thus 
necessitating further search for other data to correct if possible these omissions, and we are now 
endeavoring to complete the full statement as fast as the circumstances will allow.
